PO LIC IES ON 
ADMISSION TO 
COUNTY HOME 
ARE ADOPTED 


The Adams County commission­ 
ers, meeting at the courthouse 
this morning, adopted a formal 
policy for admission to the county 
home and made plans for duplica­ 
tion of the statem ent for distribu­ 
tion to physicians, hospitals and 
others who frequently give advice 
to 
persons 
regarding 
possible 
county home adm ission. 
The formal policy follows large­ 
ly what, has been an unwritten 
policy for years, but spells out 
details for the first tim e in some 
instances. The plan was approved 
by 
the 
county 
home 
advisory 
com m ittee. 
The form al statem ent notes that 
one 
of 
the 
requirem ents 
for 
eligibility for county home resi­ 
dence is that “ current income, 
including contributions by legally 
responsible relatives, m ust be in­ 
sufficient 
to 
purchase 
sim ilar 
type care in a private or com­ 
m ercial facility. 


CONSIDER FOSTER HOMES 


“ The liquid assets <of the per­ 
son* m ust be insufficient, if con- 
| verted to cash, to purchase care 
in 
a 
private 
home for 
longer 
than four m onths.” Since any­ 
one entering the home may ear­ 
m ark $300 for burial purposes, 
that am ount is excluded from the 
calculation of the liquid assets 
of the prospective county home 
guest. The rules also state that 
the person wishing to enter the 
home m ust own no real estate 
“other than the dom icile.” In ad­ 
dition, residents of the home may 
retain $3 a month for "inciden­ 
ta ls'' out of income they receive. 
The new rules state that no one 
will be adm itted without an in­ 
vestigation of the circum stances 
at the current home of the per­ 
son. That investigation program 
is to be worked out by the county 
home superintendent. 
In line with discussion on the

home requirem ents, the 
com m issioners also are consider­ 
ing the possibility of setting up 
foster home care.

will accept our obligations to be 
better citizens.”

Hunt Antlerless 
Deer Saturday 


The game law provides that 
during 
Pennsylvania’s 
i960 
antlerless deer season, 7 a m. 
to 5 p.m. Saturday only: Any 
person who has not killed a 
deer this year and who owns 
the 
required antlerless 
deer 
license may legally hunt this 
particular big game animal. 
But he must seek an antler­ 
less deer in the county for 
which the license was issued. 
All hunters must own and 
properly display an antlerless 
deer license, as well as the 
“regular” hunting license, on 
December 17 with this excep­ 
tion: 
Farm 
occupants 
may 
hunt such deer on that date 
without a license, but to do so 
they must hunt either on lands 
upon which they reside or on 
those 
immediately 
adjacent 
after the owner or lessee has 
given written consent. 
License holders who bag an 
antlerless deer are required 
to fill out and submit a big 
game 
kill 
report—preferably 
on the card that accompanies 
the hunting license. Persons 
who legally hunt without li­ 
cense and kill an antlerless 
deer are requested to make 
the same kind of report to the 
Game Commission at Harris­ 
burg. In any case, it is rec­ 
ommended that the kill report 
be made immediately.

TO PARTICIPATE 
IN CENTENNIAL 
OF CIVIL WAR 


WASHINGTON, D 
C. - The 
White House today issued an in­ 
vitation to all the people of the 
nation to take a direct and active 
part in tile Civil War Centennial 
that will open formally on Jan ­ 
uary 8 and continue for five years 
By proclamation. President Eis- 
•nhower requested all units and 
igencies of the government—fed- 
•ral, state and local—“to encour- 
ige, foster and participate in cen- 
ennial 
observances.” 
The President's invitation was 
issued on '"he very day he was 
visited by the 25-member National 
Centennial Commission, of which. 
be has served as honorary chair­ 
man since its formation by Act 
of Congress in December, 1957. 
In 
the 
President’s 
message, 
schools and colleges, libraries and 


museums, churches and religious 
groups, civic, service and patriotic 
organizations, learned professional 
societies, arts, sciences and indus­ 
tries. and all informational media 
were urged to plan and carry out 
their own appropriate centennial 
observances during the years 1961- 
65. 
“TRAGIC E X P E R IE N C E " 
The 
President’s 
proclamation 
termed the Civil War “America’s 
most 
tragic experience.” 
“ But 
like all truly great tragedies.” the 
President added, “ it carries with 
it an enduring lesson and a pro­ 
found inspiration. It was a demon­ 
stration of heroism and sacrifice 
by men and women of both sides, 
who valued principle above life 
itself and whose devotion to duty 
is a proud part of our national 
inheritance.'’ 
“ L A S T IN G T E S T IM O N IA L '' 
He recalled that both the North 
and South “sent into their armies 
men who became soldiers as good 
as any who ever fought under any 
flag.” Military history, he said, 
records nothing finer than the 
courage and spirit displayed at 
such battles as Chickamauga, An­ 
tija m , Kenesaw Mountain and 
Gettysburg. That America could 
produce men so valiant and so 
enduring is a m atter for deep 


and abiding pride. 
This same spirit on the part 
of £he people back 
home, 
he 
pointed out, supported those sol­ 
diers through four years of great 
trial. 
“That a nation which contained 
hardly 
more 
than 
30 
million 
people, north and south together, 
could sustain 600,000 deaths with­ 
out faltering,” he concluded, ‘‘is 
a lasting testimonial to something 
unconquerable in the American 
spirit. And that a transcending 
sense of unity and larger com­ 
mon purpose could, in the end. 
cause the men and women who 
had suffered so greatly to close 
ranks once the contest ended and 
to go on together to build a great­ 
er, freer and happier America 
must he a source of inspiration 
as long as our country may last.”
